conspiracy and serve more than a year 
in jail. 
—White House spokesm an Gerald 
W arren again denied that Nixon had 
ad v a n ce know ledge of p lan s for 
w iretapping D em ocratic headquarters 
last Ju n e. 
The Senate sources Monday declined 
to go into detail about evidence of a 
coverup, but said the operation in­ 
cluded ‘‘attem pts to pressure other 
officials in the governm ent 
to 
go 
along.” 
The sources said these other officials 
included 
ranking 
m em bers 
of 
the 
Ju stice D epartm ent and of the F B I. 
Ehrlichrnan and H aldem an, whom 


the sources said appeared to be part of 
the coverup operation, have hired a 
lawyer 
to 
represent

W atergate case. 
The 
sources said 
there 
are 
in­ 
dications that Nixon found out about 
the raid on the D em ocrats’ W atergate 
offices only after it took place, but was 
aw are earlier that his cam paign in­ 
cluded a political-espionage operation. 
R ecently Haldeman told a group of 
Republican congressm en that he had 
set up such an operation, but that it 
was supposed to include purely legal 
tactics such as dipping newspapers 
and recording speeches by the other 
side.

Haldem an operation were given to the 
clerk of the U.S. D istrict Court Monday 
by Daniel W ebster Coon, a law yer for

gate investigating com m ittee. 
McCord told the com m ittee he had 
lx*en offered executive clem ency if he 
would keep quiet about others in the 
affair, the Senate sources said. 
McCord later told a federal grand 
jury the sam e thing, according to a 
transcript of his testim ony furnished 
bv colum nist Ja ck Anderson at the re ­ 


quest of Tile Associated P ress. An­ 
d erso n ’s m a te ria l ap p ears to be 
genuine.

As reported earlier, McCord also 
testified that he had received $3,000 a 
month from Mrs. Hunt, who had told 
him he was expected to rem ain silent 
in return for it. He also said Mrs. Hunt 
gave him $13,000 “ legal-fee m oney.”

money cam e from Parkinson, and that 
the Hunts quoted Parkinson at one 
fxunt as instructing them to invest 
some of their payoff money to create 
an explanation for their continued high 
standard of living. 
Mrs. Hunt was killed in a com - 
m ereial-airline crash last D ecem ber. 
She was carrying $10,000 in cash, 
which her husband said had been in­ 
tended for investment in a motel.

Burns, Sinks; 65 Rescued 


HONOLULU (A P ) — The Scottish 
freighter Spraynes today rescued all 65 
crew m en of a Navy m inesw eeper eight 
hours after the wooden-hulled ship 
burned and sank in the Philippine Sea, 


the Navy said. 
The entire crew of the 750-ton h orce 
was reported in good condition aboard 
the 
Spraynes, 
which 
plucked 
the 
sailors from lifeboats and rafts 820 
m iles west of Guam in the M ariana 
Islands, the Navy said. 
A spokesm an for the U.S. P acific 
Fleet Command in Honolulu said the 
478-foot freighter, which was diverted 
from its route from Australia to Jap an , 
is en route to Okinawa w ith the T orce 


crew m en.

“ I intend to do everything in my 
power to weed these |K*ople out of the 
sy stem ,” Col. Theodore W. Guy said 
Monday in a telephone interview from 
Tucson, Ari/.. He said there a re fewer 
than 20 alleged collaborators among 
the 566 returned POWs. He declined to 
identify them . 


Guy said “ I was turned in” by other 
Am erican prisoners and beaten and 
tortured 
because of 
his efforts to 
establish com m unications among the 


l*oW s and to organize cam p life and 
discipline. 
Guy also said som e POWs accepted 
gratuities 
from 
their 
North 
V iet­ 
nam ese captors in the form of extra 
rations and g reater freedom w ithin Hie 
walls, and “ turned their backs on us.”

accusations shattered the facade of 
harmony among the returned POWs, 
bringing into the open for the first time 
resentm ents which top Pentagon of­ 
ficials hail hoped to smooth over. 


Guy acknowledged he had found an 
official attitude favoring a forgive- 
and-forget approach. But ho said “ I 
was in Washington last week, I told my 
story, and now I feel I have support.” 
“Those who did collaborate with the 
enem y or went against the code of 


conduct will lie identified by m e and, 
after all the evidence is in, I will decide 
wliether charges will tie placed,” Guy 
said. 
The 44-year-old colonel, who silent 
five years in North Vietnam ese hands, 
said he is in a mood to press charges 
hut wants to 
I m * sure first that in­ 
vestigators 
com e 
up 
with

evidence to m ake the charges stick 
Meanwhile, Guy confirm ed that 
I m * 
and other senior POWs are moving to 
enter 
black 
m arks in

Guy said lie was senior ranking 
officer at a Hanoi prison compound 
called “The Plantation” for 4,v years. 
At first, he said, he commanded 50 
pilots and later was senior officer over 


108 men who had been captured by the 
Communists 
i i i South Vietnam and 
la o s . They ranged from private to 
colonel, he said. 
“ In the eyes of the m ajority of the 
Am erican people, we are all heroes,” 
Guy said “This is not true We had our 
good and our bad, our heroes and our 
cow ards.” 
Shortly after he was shot down in 
la o s in M arch 1968, Guy said, “ I made 
a personal code that I would resist 
until I was unable to resist any longer 
I ie fore I would do anything that would 
em barrass my country or my fam ily.” 
However, Guy said, “I fully realize 
at this tim e that the ( ’om m unists could 
get me to do things that I would not do 
freely.” He said that he eventually did 
m ake 
statem ents after 
undergoing 
severe torture and beatings.

The price- 
change index was off .05 to 23.95 at 
noon. 
T ran s W orld A irlines, the Big 
Board's m ost-active issue, fell 2 4 to 
37*2 and paced a decline in airlines, 
triggered by poor earnings reports. 
Eastern, which had a first-quarter loss 
versus a profit last year, was down % 
to 13*2.

W illiamsburg is virtually a ghost town. 
The doors of em pty houses stand 
open. Windows are raised. lau n d ry 
hung out to dry flaps unattended on a 
clothesline. The sounds of a com ­ 
munity at work and at play have given 
way to silence.

deserted because of a sudden, inex­ 
plicable series of natural gas erup­ 
tions.

One blowhole 
erupted near the* town hall, seriously 
undermining the structure, built in 
1889. Another is eating away Michigan 
72, and the* highway probably will have 
to tx* rebuilt . 
Several neatly trim m ed front lawns 


iii the village now feature ugly mud 
basins as much as IO feet across and 
m ore than five feet deep.

Early years of today’s youngsters 
are filled with experiences far more 
advanced over those of several gen­ 
erations past. By age five, a child is 
ready for more progressive training in 
kindergarten than the simple session 
of social adjustment provided years 
ago. 
So students in McDowell’s kinder­ 
garten program in the Ixigan Elm Dis­ 
trict fish, draw, cut and paste, and 
search out letters, words and sounds in 
their unique reading instruction 
program. 
The delight of a youngster sharing 
his first story with his parents is 
lirought to these students in kindergar­ 
ten through a program called SWHC. 
The SW RL Beginning Heading pro­ 
gram was developed at the Southwest 
Regional Laboratory for Educational 
Research and Development. It was fi­ 
nanced by a grant from the Office of 
Health, Education and Welfare, and 
Federal Title II funds make it possible 
for the program to be used with two 
classes of kindergarten children at the 
McDowell School. 
A group of lively animals — Sam, the 
lion; Sic!, the horse; Nan, the parrot; 
Ann, the giraffe; Mat, the rat; Sis, the 
snake and Mit, the monkey — are fea­ 
tured in 52 stories bound in paperback 
which are the child's to keep. These 
animals and their antics are the' 
method through which students are in­ 
structed in certain reading skills. 
The boys and girls learn skills in four 
different areas. Aphabet recognition is 
a prerequisite of the ability to "sound 
out” a word. The children are taught to 
recognize each letter of the alphabet 
and the sound it makes. 
For example, the letter "S ” sounds 
like a snake hissing. Children learn the 
sound and then find words and objects 
with the same initial sound. And it is no 
coincidence that the snake in their 
reader is named Sis. As they share the 
animal’s escapades, they establish a 
firm acquaintance with various letter 
sounds. 
Ending word elements are also 
taught and the children compose lists 
of rhyming words. Word attack skills

Procurement Mess 
Military cost overruns are 
much in the news again, 
brought to light by a General 
Accounting Office study of 45 
major weapons systems. Every 
one of the 45 cost more than the 
original estimates approved by 
Congress. The average over­ 
run, according to testimony 
given the House Armed Serv­ 
ices Committee, is two to three 
times the original estimates 
used by Congress to approve 
the programs. 
The GAO study has produced 
an interesting breakdown on 
the three main factors involved 
in

spending is due to inaccurate 
estimating, reports the GAO, 30 
per cent is caused by inflation 
and 45 per cent is added by 
revisions to specifications. 


Each of these factors, in 
some individual cases, may be 
excusable.

is not. The 
inflation 
factor, for instance, apparently 
is not considered when esti­ 
mates are made at the begin­ 
ning, yet the most inexperi­ 
enced contractor or procure­ 
ment official must know infla­ 
tion has been a constant too 
long to be ignored.

Speaking Of Your Health 


by Latter L. Coleman, M 0. 


Our children and their friends at 
school are on a health-food kick. The 
pressure on us to buy these expensive 
foods is becoming downright annoying. 
Where do we find out if there is any 
validity to health-food claims made by 
food faddists? 
Mr. and Mrs. T.H., Ohio 
Dear Mr. and Mrs. H.: 
There is great preoccupation by 
many people about nutrition, vitamin 
supplements, special diets, and 
organic foods. 
Countless fallacies, myths, medical 
superstitions and unsubstantiated 
"scientific” claims have captivated 
the interest of the gullible. The result is 
that millions of dollars are invested in 
inordinately expensive health products 
whose value is incorporated in every 
well-balanced nutritious diet. 
It must be emphasized that good 
nutrition undoubtedly is the basis for 
sustained good health. There are many 
sensible ways of conforming to the dic­ 
tates of good nutritionists without 
going overboard as do food faddists 
and cultists. Some of these groups at­ 
tribute all of man’s ills, his virility, his 
social inadequacies, and even his bald­ 
ness to the "wrong” kind of foods. 
Adolescents and young adults are to 
Ik congratulated for their sincere in­ 
terest in maintaining their own health. 
They form an important pressure 
group to insure the fact that our meats, 
vegetables and fruits are not contam­ 
inated by hormones, pesticides and 
chemicals. Yet they must avoid being 


caught in the trap of unscientific state­ 
ments woven by overenthusiastic 
faddists. 
It is difficult to question the "scien­ 
tific” truths of the armchair scientists 
who know all the answers about all the 
foods. 
Dr. Frederick J. Stare, of the Har­ 
vard school of Public Health, states, 
"Nutritional phonies point to reported 
cases of malnutrition occurring in 
animals fed on crops grown in limited 
areas where the soil and, as a result, 
the crops are deficient in some ele­ 
ments such as copper or cobalt. 
"From such reports,” says Dr. 
Stare, “ they jump to the conclusion 
that our health is similarly affected. 
They ignore the fact that Americans 
eat food from many diversified 
sources.” 
Interest in nutrition is of vital impor­ 
tance. It must depend on those whose 
excellent training gives them the 
stamp of authority.“ Eating for Good 
Health!” by Dr. Stare, is an excellent 
book. This and other books written by 
well-established nutritionists have the 
basic answers you seek. 
All of these nutritionists are not 
necessarily physicians, but accredited 
ones almost always have university or 
medical school affiliations. 
City, State, and Federal Public 
Health officials and their staffs are 
qualified to help you to extricate your­ 
self from the maze of faddism and 
emerge with sensible 
patterns of 
nutrition.

NEW YORK (A P) — Based on 
recent consumer surveys, millions of 
Americans are undergoing even more 
painful money crises — not only in 
their pocketbooks but in their outlook 
on the economy — than had been ap­ 
parent. 
The developing situation could mean 
even more problems for the Nixon 
administration, which seeks to achieve 
economic equilibrium by subtle, long- 
range and fundamental changes than 
through the expedient of price con­ 
trols. 
A "precipitous decline” has been 
recorded in the consumer outlook by 
the 
Survey 
Research 
Center, 
University of Michigan, which notes 
that optimism which grew during the 
first three quarters of 1972 has now 
been erased. 
“ Because of the increase in living 
costs,” the latest SEC study found, 
"the proportion of families saying that 
they were worse off than before and 
expecting to be worse off, increased 
substantially.” 
The same survey found fears 
growing that inflation will accelerate 
and that unemployment will rise. 
The confidence decline, a direct 
feedback from the soaring prices at 
retail outlets, comes at a time when 
many families are enjoying relatively 
substantial incomes and are equipped 
with strong buying power. 
Thus, the various surveys are 
discovering, 
some 
fam ilies 
are 
building their savings accounts in 
anticipation of a recession while others 
are spending heavily in expectation of 
a continuation of inflation. 
Albert Sindlinger, head of Sindlinger 
& Co., reports that he is hearing 
"greed amplified’’ on the seven-day-a- 
week surveys his researchers conduct 
by telephone from Swathmore, Pa. 
Convinced that the economy is out of 
control, says Sindlinger, and fearing 
that the administration won t directly 
intervene in the market place, many 
consumers are devising their own 
defenses, some quite bizarre. 
Some, he relates, are buying 
television sets and other heavy ap­ 
pliances and then leaving them in the 


[jacking cases until the time when 
they’re needed. 
'Hie tremendous surge in automobile 
buying, which is setting records 
almost every week, is believed to be 
partially in anticipation of higher 
prices and costly pollution-control de­ 
vices expected to be placed on cars in 
future years. 
Already, Sindlinger said, such 
buying has taken one million sales 
from next year’s outlook. 
The SKC also has found "a greatly 
increased proportion” of consumers 
who, despite financial doubts, believe 
it is a good time to buy cars, large 
household 
durables 
and 
houses 
"before prices go up.” 
Sindlinger’s daily surveys are 
showing that, “ people are even 
hoarding gasoline,” he says, citing the 
case of a man who described how he 
had placed a 500-gallon tank of fuel at 
the rear of his garage. 
'Hie instance isn’t isolated, Sin­ 
dlinger 
claim s, 
adding: 
“ Fire 
departments all over the country 
should bt* alerted.” 
The hoarding, he believes, is an 
activity mainly of a onethird segment 
of the population that is enjoying 
unparalleled prosperity. Some of 
them, he finds, are headed by union 
members with escalator clauses in 
their contracts. 
In addition, many Americans are 
enjoying bonuses this year, especially 
from the multibillion tax refunds that 
are being mailed to millions of tax­ 
payers and some families are creating 
their own bonuses through the use of 
credit. 
However, he continues, twothirds of 
the families he has interviewed lately 
are suffering from declining pur­ 
chasing power. For them, the crisis 
isn t something perceived to lie in the 
future, but exists at the moment.

Coal Strike 


CHARLESTON, W.Va. (A P) - An 
exchange of keys has apparently 
ended an episode in the friction bet­ 
ween United Mine Workers President 
Arnold Miller and UMW District 17 
President Joe Ellis. 
Hie two met behind closed doors 
Monday to settle a dispute that began 
with Ellis claiming he had been 
dismissed by M iller and M iller 
denying the allegation, and ended with 
scattered district locals on strike in 
wildcat walkouts called to protest the 
alleged dismissal. 
A “ mutual understanding” was 
reached at the meeting, “ without 
giving in” by either party, a union 
spokesman said. 
The 
acknowledged 
differences 
between the two men flared last week 
when E llis vacated the district 
presidency in a dispute centering on 
possession of keys to the district of­ 
fices. 
Ellis, a supporter of W A. “ Tony” 
Boyle, who was defeated by Miller in 
the union presidential election last fall, 
iastalled a second lock on the office 
door. Ellis was appointed to the 
presidency by Boyle, and is seeking an 
elected term in balloting scheduled 
next month. 
A union monitor stationed at district 
headquarters by the UMW leadership 
was barred from entering by the 
second lock, and Ellis received notice 
last week that his pay would be 
suspended until he turned over the 
keys to the additional lock. 
Ellis claimed the pay suspension 
was the same as dismissal. Miller said 
it was a reprimand. Some 4,000 miners 
eventually went on strike in apparent 
support of Ellis.

W ashington Report 


The Economic Stabilization Act 
The critical problems with inflation, 
and particularly the soaring food 
prices, have prompted urgent de­ 
mands for legislative action to allevi­ 
ate this very dangerous economic 
situation. 
In response to this, the House re­ 
cently passed legislation to extend the 
Economic Stabilization Act of 1970 for 
another year. Present authority for the 
law expires on April 30, 1973. Essen­ 
tially, this extension provides the 
lYesident with the authority to take 
whatever steps are necessary to stabi­ 
lize the economy such as imposing 
wage and price freezes or rollbacks. 
These controls could be selectively or­ 
dered and strictly enforced where 
warranted in runaway areas of the 
economy. 
This is a much more flexible ap­ 
proach to the highly complicated eco­ 
nomic situation than the original pro­ 
posals scheduled for House considera­ 
tion. They would have required sweep­ 
ing and drastic rollbacks on all prices, 
including food, to January 10th. 'There 
are several reasons why I believe such 
a rollback would have been a highly 
unwise move, proving quite counter­ 
productive and disastrous in the end. 
There is good reason to believe that 
such a rollback would have been ex­ 
tremely difficult, if not impossible, to 
administer and would 
have jeop­ 
ardized the production of adequate 
supplies, which are the only real solu­ 
tion to spiraling prices. 
'The impact on food prices is a prime 
example. As much as everyone com­ 
plains about the high cost of eating, a 
price rollback, such as the one con­ 
sidered, would — in the long run —- 
have made it even costlier by first 
crippling farm operations, reducing 
food production and eventually stimu­ 
lating food shortages. By reverting to 
January prices, many of the farmers 
— already suffering crop and livestock 
losses from adverse weather condi­ 
tions — would have suffered severely, 
since they would not have been able to 
regain their costs of production in­ 
curred before the rollback. 
Many 
farmers purchased feeder livestock in 
January, February and March at very 
high prices and the rollback would pre­ 
vent them from recovering these costs. 
The price rollback then would only 
guarantee them a loss. Under those 
circumstances, they would have to 
curtail production or cease operations 
altogether. A slowdown like that would 
mean bare grocery shelves, possible 
rationing of food and most assuredly, 
black markets where prices are some­ 
where on the far side of astronomical.

A t Antioch 


Y E L IjOW SPRIN GS, Ohio (A P )— 
The Rev. Ralph Abernathy told 
striking Antioch College Students 
Monday night that he supported their 
techniques and told them to hold out 
until victory was won. 
Antioch was shut down Friday by 
students seeking a written agreement 
from the college that financial aid to 
all students will be guaranteed for the 
next five years. 
Abernathy, leader of the Southern 
Christian leadership Conference, said 
that the strike was a crucial period in 
Antioch’s history and that the response 
by the administration would prove 
whether the school was “ really 
liberal.” 
The appearance of the civil rights 
leader was scheduled before the strike 
was called, and Abernathy wanted to 
cancel the speech because he didn’t 
want to cross the picket lines. How­ 
ever, the students dropped the picket 
lines so he could enter the campus. All 
classes and administrative functions 
have been halted by the strike. 
ITior to presenting a prepared 
speech, Abernathy spoke to the 
students about the strike and told them 
“ I will tell your story wherever I go.” 
During his regular speech he warned 
“ white America that there would be a 
very warm spring and a long hot 
summer’’ 
because of 
President 
Nixon’s cutbacks in federal programs 
“ which are aimed at the poor of all 
races.” 
Abernathy also suggested that Nixon 
“ step aside until the Wagergate 
conspiracy has been fully investigated 
and resolved.

Karl L. Rothermund Jr., spokesman 
for the Ohio Contractors Association, 
prepared statistics he said proved the 
w isdom of leaving things the way they 
are.

Dan Tlicker, statistician with the 
Ohio (Tup Reporting Service, said the 
cars are delayed along the coast with 
grain for sales to Russia and China. 
The shortage of fuel the farmers are 
concerned about is affecting all 
segments of the nation's economy.

Kissinger said Monday President 
Nixon seeks to build a new Atlantic 
Charter with 
America’s European 
allies this year, based on an easing of 
economic frictions and on the con­ 
tinued presence of U. S. forces rn 
Europe. 


The President’s chief foreign policy 
adviser outlined a blueprint for a 
revitalized Atlantic alliance in an 
address prepared for the annual 
meeting of The Associated Press, 
presenting the administration’s first 
major policy statement in what Nixon 
has called “ the year of Europe.”

studies at Pikeville College. 
Since coming to Kentucky, 
the 30-year-old Ohio native 
has spent part of his time 
traveling 
to other schools 
promoting programs “to get 
the veteran back on his feet.” 
“It’s a matter of saying to 
the veteran, ‘College is not as 
hard as you think,’ ” Love 
said. 
At Pikeville, this effort is 
known 
as 
the 
V eterans 
Educational 
Training 
Program , a 
study skills 
course that covers such 
Ijasics as how to take notes, 
how to outline a textbook, how 
to listen in class and how to 
prepare for examinations. 
“A lot of veterans went into 
the 
Army 
because 
they 
flunked out of college or 
because they couldn’t get in 
in the first place,” I/)ve said. 
“Many saw the army as a 
means of upward mobility but 
a lot of them came back 
without any usable skills,” he 
said. 
'Hie most recent figures 
from Frankfort listed about 
16,000 unemployed veterans 
in Kentucky. 
“The biggest problem (in 
getting veterans to college) is 
reaching them ,” Live said. 
In many places, he said 
veterans who already have

programs. “But even they 
are having trouble reaching 
other vets.” he said. 
Traditional methods aren’t 
working, he said.

Kissinger Blasts Violations 
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NEW YORK (A P) - Henry A. 
Kissinger has accused the North 
Vietnamese 
of 
system atically 
violating important clauses of the 
Vietnam 
ceasefire agreement, 
in­ 
cluding commitments to withdraw 
troops from Cambodia and I^aos. 
“ We have been very disappointed 
with the compliance by the North 
Vietnam ese,’* 
President 
Nixon’s 
foreign policy adviser told the annual 
Associated 
Press 
membership 
meeting Monday. 
"The profound problem we face as a 
nation today is whether we should sign 
an agreement and, when it is totally 
violated, act as if the signature ... 
should simply be* treated as irreve- 
lant,” he said. 
Kissinger discussed 
East-West 
relations, Southeast Asia and the 
Watergate case during a question and 
answer session following a major 
policy address on plans by the United 
States to forge a new Atlantic charter 
with its European allies. 
On the Am erican government’s 
dissatisfaction with North Vietnam, 
Kissinger said the Communists also 
have failed to abide by an uncon­ 
ditional commitment not to introduce 
troops or supplies into South Vietnam. 
Secretary of State W illiam P. 
Rogers, speaking later to an awards 
dinner of the Overseas Press Club, 
said a lower level of activity has been 
reported in Indochina during the past 
few days. 
Asked about the continuation of U.S. 
tximbing 
in Cambodia and 
Laos, 
Kissinger replied: "If we are criticised 
for attempting to maintain the agree­ 
ment by force and pressed not to 
provide the economic incentives which 
might I m * another motive for keeping 
the agreement, tlien we should ask 
ourselves where we will I m * if what was 
a very solemn agreement, very 
liainfully achieved, in which we made 
very major concessions, is simply dis- 


China Signs 
Tlatelolco 
Atom Treaty 


SHANGHAI (A P) — The Chinese 
government announced today at the 
end of a visit by I*resident Luis 
Echeverria of Mexico that it would 
sign the treaty banning nuclear 
weapons from I-atm America without 
reservations. Hut it said it would 
continue to oppose tile limited test ban 
treaty 
and 
the 
nuclear 
non- 
proliferation treaty. 
In a joint communique, the Chinese 
supported the 200-mile lim it for 
territorial waters proclaimed by a 
number of I-din American countries 
and said they would give full supjx>rt 
and aid to Echeverria’* idea for a U.N. 
( barter establishing economic rights 
and obligations for nations. 
Mexico in turn gave its support to 
"the just fight of the people of In­ 
dochina” to safeguard their in­ 
dependence, 
sovereignty 
and 
territorial 
integrity and to 
the 
reunification of North and South 
Korea. 
Getting China’s agreement to sign 
the 1967 Treaty of Tlatelolco was the 
major achievement of Echeverria’* 
month-long trip around the world. 
Peking’s position previously was that 
it would not sign unless the four other 
nuclear 
powers 
signed 
without 
restrictions. Only Britain has done so. 
The 
United State* signed but 
exempted the U.S. Virgin Islands and 
Puerto Rico from the ban, claiming 
they were vital parts of its defense 
system. When Echeverria was 
i i i 
France, ITesident Georges Pompidou 
said his nation would sign the treaty 
but 
would 
exclude 
the 
French 
possesions in latin America. The 
Soviet government told Echeverria it 
would study tilt* question; it has not 
signed because Cuba was not included 
in tile negotiations.

investigators termed the blast 
‘relatively weak” and said it was 
"probably restrained, partly because 
the mine floor was relatively free of 
aceumulattion of coal and coal dust” 
and the area "had been well rock- 
dusted prior to the explosion." 
T’he report left unanswered the 
question of how the methane built nj) in 
sufficient quantity to cause an ex­ 
plosion an estimated 1.4(H) feet from 
the working area. 
The deadly methane must have been 
emitted “ suddenly and shortly before* 
tile explosion," tlx* report said. 
T he mine, which sprawls for miles 
under 
Wyoming 
County’s 
steep 
mountainsides, is classified as gaseous 
by the state and federal mine agencies, 
and was inspected five times weekly 
prior to the blast. The explosion oc­ 
curred on a Saturday when there was 
no gas inspection, the report said.

Success For Arthur M iller 


Arthur Miller, author of the Round- 
town Players’ latest scheduled per­ 
formance, was considered by many as 
one of the world’s most important liv­ 
ing dramatists after his Pulitzer Prize 
winning drama “ Death of a Salesman" 
was produced in 1949. 
Miller’s "The Crucible," to be pre­ 
sented by Houndtown Players May 3, 4 
and 5, was not so well received at its 
1953 opening. 
The political overtones evident in 
Miller’s choice of subject matter for 
this play (the Salem witch trials of 
1692) so closely paralleled the political 
witch hunts of the McCarthy era of the 
Fifties that his play was judged on this 
basis rather than for its literary and 
dramatic qualities. 
Miller himself later produced “ The 
Crucible," adding a single scene be­ 
tween .John I*roctor and Abigail Wil­ 
liams to “ heighten the passion and 
strengthen the motivation." 
lin s revised production was much 
more favorably received and critics 
agreed that the new version had 
greater dramatic and artistic value 
than before. It is this version that 
Roundtown Players will present.

To Be Extensive 


W ASHINGTON

The 
question of 
whether court-ordered 
school integration must stop at city 
limits will I m - decided by the Supreme 
Court in a case that will influence de­ 
segregation efforts in predominantly 
black central cities ringed by white 
suburbs. 
The specific case involves Rich­ 
mond, Va., and was argued before the 
court 
Monday. 
Attorneys for 
tlx* 
NAACP U*gal Defense Fund and tile 
Richmond school board claimed that 
schools w ill continue to reflect 
residential 
segregation 
if 
political 
boundaries block urban-suburban 
school consolidation. 
The Virginia state school board and 
the federal 
government took 
the 
position that city and county lines 
should not be erased solely to bring 
more white pupils into largely black 
schools. 
They argued that school officials 
cannot Im* blamed for tile existence of 
segregated black and white neigh- 
Ijorhoods. 
Similar lawsuits are pending for ll 


other U.S. cities. 
Attorneys for the Richmond school 
hoard and the NA AGP legal branch are 
asking the Supreme Court to overturn 
a U.S. Circuit Court ruling holding that 
the courts have no authority to sweep 
students across jxilitical boundaries in 
order to integrate schools. 
The ( in uit Court order struck down 
I list. Judge Robert II. Merhige’s ruling 
that 
Richmond schools should be 
consolidated with those of suburban 
iHenrico County to the north and 
Chesterfield County to the south. 
The pupil [Herniations of the two 
counties are at least 90 per cent white, 
while tlx* Richmond pupil population is 
70per cent black, according to the city 
school board. 
The Merhige plan would require 
busing some 78,(HH) pupils across city 
and county lines, but both sides 
claimed 
in court arguments that 
busing is not the central issue. 
'Hie only legal issue, said NAACP 
lawyer W illiam T. Coleman, is 
whether [Militical boundaries can he 
breached.
